MUNICIPAL ORDINANCES, RULES, AND REGULATIONS
PERTAINING TO PUBLIC HYGIENE.

' [Adopted since Jan. 1, 1910.]
CINCINNATI, OHIO.

BAKERIES—CONSTRUCTION, CARE, AND MAINTENANCE.

SEc. 1. Any place used for any Erocess of mixing, compounding, or baking, for sale
or for purposes of a restaurant, bakery, or hotel, any bread, biscuits, pretzels, crack-
ers, buns, rolls, macaroni, cake, pies, or any food product of which flour or meal is a

rincipal ingredient, shall be deemed a bakery for the purpose of this regulation.
grovi ed, however, that restaurants as defined in the r tion of this board con-
cerning restaurants in which any of the foregoing food products are mixed and baked
for consumption in such restaurant only, on or in ordinary restaurant kitchen stoves
or rﬁes, and kitchens or rooms in dwellings where any of the said food products are
l?ai; 1 and baked in an ordinary kitchen stove or range shall not be considered

eries.

Skc. 2. Every place used as a bakery shall be keé»: in a clean and sanitary condi-
tion as to its floors, side walls, ceilings,woodwork, fixtures, furniture, tools, machin-
ery, pans, and utensils. All vehicles from which any bread or other bake-shop prod-
uct is sold shall be k?t in a clean condition, and all baskets or other containers in
which any of the said products are conveyed through the streets shall be closely
covered in a way to exclude dust, flies, and other sources of contamination. All
parts of the bakery shall be adequately lighted at all times and shall be ventilated by
means of windows or skylights or air shafts or air ducts, or mechanical apparatus, if
necessary, 8o as to insure a free circulation of fresh air at all times. Such ventilating
construction and e%li ment shall be of such character that a complete change of air
in parts of the bakery may be e at least four times our. ovided,
in all f th be mad ! f i each h Provided
however, that it shall not be necessary to ventilate at such time or in such manner
that the It);gcess of mixing or the rising of dough shall of necessity be interfered with
or prevented.

Ec. 3. The floor of every place used as a bakery, if below the street level, shall be
constructed of concrete, cement, asphalt, or other impervious material, or of tile laid
in cement, which floor may, if desired, be covered with a hardwood floor having tight
joints; if above street level, the floor may be of hardwood, with tight joints, or may
be of any impervious material, as above provided. The angles where the floor and
walls join shall be made and maintained so as to be rat proof. Provided, however,
nothing herein shall be construed to permit the use of a cellar or basement as a bakery.

Skc. 4. Every bakery shall be kegt reasonably free from flies, and the doors, windows,
and other openings of every such bakery shall, from April 1 to December 1, be fitted
with self-closing wire-screen doors and wire window screens. The side walls and
ceilings shall be well and smoothly plastered, tiled, or sheathed with metal or wood
sheathing, and shall be kept in good repair. If made of mill construction with smooth
surface, such walls and ceilings need not be sheathed or plastered. All walls and ceil-
ings shall be kept well painted with oil paint, or lime washed or calcimined, and all
woodwork shall be ke;i)t well painted with oil paint. )

8kc. 5. Every such bakery shall be provided with adequate plumbing and drainage
facilities, including well-ventilated water-closets and impermeable wash sinks on iron
sul;’)pkortl. Ne water-closet compartment shall be in or in direct communication with
a bakery,
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SEc. 6. No person shall sleep or live in any bakery or in the room where fl
meal used in connection therewith, or the fo t.ﬁrod‘:lrcyl;s made therein, are handcig g:
stored. If any sleeping places are located on the same floor as the bakery they shall
be well ventilated, dry, sanitary, and open to inspection. No domestic animals shall
be itted in a bakery or place where flour or meal is stored in connection therewith.

Ec. 7. All workmen and employees while engaged in the manufacture or handling
of l:al;ery r%dlucts g ri:.l bal eg'yhzalslﬁ;lgilpl;'ovidetii tfhentl}tlaelves with slippers or shoes and a
sulowasﬁa e ma , whic! e used for that purpose only. These garm.
shall at all times be kept clean. PP : © ents

SEc. 8. Cuspidors of impervious material shall be provided and shall be cleaned
daily. No employee or other person shall sgit or discharge any substance from the
nose, mouth, or any part of the body on the floor or side walls of any bakery or place
whsere fgodT roductii;)lf such fll)iankgery arl;e sto ed.f b

EC. 9. The smoking, snu , or chewing of tobacco in any bakery is prohibited.
Plain notices shall be posted in every bakery forbidding any gerson {g’useptobacco or
to spit on the floor of such bakery.

SEc. 10. No person who has consumption, scrofula, or any venereal disease, or any
contagious or infectious disease or any communicable or loathsome skin disease shall
work in any bakery, and no owner, manager, or person in charge of any bakery shall
knowingly require, permit, or suffer such a person to be employed in such bakery.

Skc. 11. All rooms for the storage of flour or meal for use in connection with any
bakery shall be dry and well ventilated, and every bakery and room used for the
storage of materials and food products in connection therewith shall be so arranged
that the shelves, cupboards, trays, troughs, bins, cases, and all other a pliances for
handling and storing the same can be easily removed and cleaned. Ii the floor of
any such bakery or room is below the adjacent street level, no such materials or
products shall be stored nearer to such floor than 1 foot.

SEc. 12. Every bakery shall be kept clean at all times and free from rats, mice, or
vermin and from all matter of an infectious or contagious disease.

Skc. 13. No bakery shall be located over or under or within 25 feet of any place or
building where horses or cows are housed or maintained, or where the processes of
rendering, glue making, fertilizer making, and other foul-smelling products are
carried-on.

SEc. 14. Operatives, employees, clerks, and all persons who handle the material
from which food is prepared, or the finished product, before beginning work and
immediately after visiting a toilet or lavatory shall wash their hands and arms thor-
oughly in clean water.

EC. 15. The health officer and the authorized inspectors and employees of the
department of health shall have the right at all times to enter to make such inspec-
tion and such record of the condition of any bakery as they may deem necwsa:ﬁ, and
if such inspection shall disclose a lack of conformity with this ordinance the health
officer may require such changes, alterations, or renovations as may be necessary to
make such bakery comply with the provisions of this ordinance.

Sko. 16. Violations of these regulations shall be punished as provided by law.
[Regulations, board of health, adopted May, 1911.]

BARBERS AND BARBER SHOPS—REGULATION OF.

Sec. 1. Every barber or other person in charge of any barber shop shall keep said
barber shop at all times in. a cleanly and sanitary condition. The walls and ceilings
shall be properly Eainbed, whitened, or papered, and the floor shall be kept in a
clean condition. Kvery barber shop shall be properly lighted and ventilated.

Skc. 2. No person shall use any barber shop as a sleeping room or dormitory.

Skc. 3. Every barber or other person in charge of any barber shop shall supply
runnin%]hot and cold water, and shall use hot-water tanks for no other purpose than
that of heating water.

SEc. 4. Every barber or other person in charge of any barber shop shall sterilize all
mugs, shaving brushes, razors, needles, clippers, gshears, forceps, and other metal
instruments in an approved manner, after every separate use thereof.

Sec. 5. Every barber shop shall provide impervious cuspidors, which shall be
thoroughly cleaned daily, and every garber shall sce that no person shall expectorate
on the floors or walls of his shop.

Skc. 6. Every barber or other person in charge of any barber shop shall use a sepa-
rate and clean towel for every customer, and shall, while serving said customer, wear
a washable apron or coat, which shall be kept clean. .

Skc. 7. Every barber or other person in charge of any barber shop shall provide a
roll of clean paper to be placed in the back of each chair in such a way that the same
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may be unrolled and constitute a headrest for the customer. No portion of the said
paper shall be used for more than one customer, but each customer shall be provided
with a fresh, clean section of the said paper. Provided, however, that as a substitute
for the said paper any such person may use a clean towel as a headrest and must use
a separate and clean towel for each and every customer.

Skc. 8. Every barber or other person in charge of any barber shop shall use alum
or other material to stop the flow of blood in powdered or liquid form only.

Sl:.lc. 9. I} o barber or other person in charge of any barber shop shall use sponges or

owder puffs.
P SEc. llt)). Every barber or other person in charge of any barber shop shall cleanse his
hands immediately before serving each customer.

Skc..11. Every barber or other person in charge of any barber shop shall post a
copy of these regulations in a conspicuous place in said barber shop.

gzc. 12. No barber or other person in charge of any barber shop shall shave a cus-
tomer when the surface to be shaven is inflamed or broken out or contains pus, unless
such person be provided with a cup, razor, and lather brush for his individual use.

Sec. 13. No barber or other person in charge of any barber shop shall undertake to
treat any disease of the skin. .

Skc. 14. No person suffering from venereal disease or other contagious, infectious,
or communicable disease shall act as a barber.

SEc. 15. Violations of these regulations shall be punished as provided by law.
[Regulation, board of health, adopted May, 1911.]

RESTAURANTS—CONSTRUCTION, CARE, AND MAINTENANCE.

SEc. 1. The word “restaurant,’’ as used in these regulations, shall be held to include
all hotels and eating houses of every description.

SEc. 2. Every apartment or room in which food is served must be light, dry, airy,
and properly drained, and all plumbing therein constructed must be in accordance
with the rules and regulations of the city of Cincinnati.

Skc. 3. All rooms, apartments, and buildings used for the purposes of cooking and
in the preparation of foodstufis shall be used exclusively for such purpose, and the
rooms or places set apart for the storage of foodstuffs shall likewise be light, airy, and
properly ventilated.

SEc. 4. All rooms used for the cooking and preparing of foodstuffs shall have floors
and side walls so constructed as to exclude vermin, rats, mice, and kept in a state of
good repair. No dogs, cats, or other animals shall be allowed in said room. Said
floor shall be smooth and constructed in such manner as to permit ;l)lroper cleaning,
and shall be kept in a sanitary state. The walls and ceilings of such apartments or
rooms used for preparing foods shall be properly whitewashed, unless painted or
finished in natural wood, as often as required by the health officer, but at least once
in 12 months, and in all places along said walls where there is frequent contamination
from use there shall be a lining of galvanized iron or other impervious material to
the height of 6 feet. The furniture, tables, appurtenances, ranges, stoves, and all
a{)pliances in such rooms shall be so arranged and placed as to permit ready and easy
cleaning on all sides, and all utensils, implements, furniture, and other appliances
shall be kept and maintained in a clean ang sanitary condition.

Skc. 5. No sleeping rooms, water-closets, privy vaults, urinals, ash pits, or coal bins
shall be within the rooms or apartments used for the preparation of foods and cooking
of food or for its storage, nor shall they communicate (ﬁrectly with any such room.

Sec. 6. No wearing apparel, boots, shoes, or other wearing effects not being worn
shall be kept in any kitchen, and a suitable place, separate from such kitchen, shall
be provided for their retention; and where the number of persons employed in the
preparation of food in any manner exceeds in number four tEere shall be provided a
suitable dressing room in which to change their clothing.

SEec. 7. All restaurants shall maintain for the use of cooks, helpers, and others
engaged in the preparation and cooking of food, cuspidors, ample and sanitary toilet
facilities for each sex, and washing facilities, with towels and soap, to enable those
so employed to keep their hands and persons clean.

Skc. 8. No person shall work or be employed in or about any restaurant or kitchen
of same during the time a case of infectious or contagious disease exists at the place
where he or she resides, nor thereafter until the quarantine has been removed and the
premises disinfected. No person shall be employed in or about any such place at
whose home there is a case of tuberculosis of the lungs, without such person first
obtain a permit in writing from the health officer, who shall not grant such permission
Lmless hg is satisfied that all precautions are taken so that no infection therefrom shall

e spread.
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Sec. 9. No person suffering from tuberculosis, ophthalmia, or any infectious or
contagious disease, externally visible or not, or any skin disease, shall be employed in
or about any part of a restaurant or its kitchen, or handle any foodstuffs or products
used therein.

Sec. 10. No person or employee shall expectorate or discharge from the human
body, or any organ thereof, or in any method whatever, upon the walls, floors, or equip-
ment of any such restaurant or kitchen thereof, nor upon any product or material that
may be upon the premises.

. SEc. 11. No employee in any way connected with the handling, cooking, or prepar-
ing of any foodstuffs or products in any restaurant or kitchen thereof sha%i engage at
work or his l;,mu'tnculza.r duty following a visit to a water-closet, urinal, or toilet room to
relieve a call of nature without first thoroughly cleansing his or her hands.

SEc. 12. Allrestaurants shall provide, in places where %oodstuﬁs are kept, prepared,
cooked, or served to customers, full protection from dust, dirt, flies, and vermin by
glass cases, wire screens, and other modern methods, and shall cause this abatement
and destruction of vermin and flies wherever found.

SEc. 13. All restaurants shall be equipped with covered metallic cans for retaining
and keeping their garbage and waste in a sanitary manner, which shall be kept in
su((:lh pl:}tlce and mnnez;l as w1l%l ]g‘gclu:lf nuis:;,)ni:e anc:h contamination of the kitchen
and such rooms from odors an m ossibilities therefrom, and when necessary
shall use disinfectants. P on e

Sec. 14. All restaurant kitchens shall be provided with a storeroom or suitable
place for the sanitary keeping of food and foodstuffs, and all refrigerators shall be
thoroughly cleaned in all parts and drained in a sanitary manner, but no refrigerator
shall drain by direct communication with any sewer drain.

. Sec. 15. All awee ing, dusting, and cleaning shall be done combined with sprink-
ling or other methods and by moist cloths to allay the dust, and during such sweeping,
dusting, and cleaning all foodstuffs shall be protected by covering or otherwise from
contamination thereby.

Sec. 16. Restaurants, kitchens, and other rooms connected therewith shall be
provided with ample facilities for washmﬁ and cleaning all eating and cooking utensils
and with a proper supply of hot and cold water, and no eating or drinking utensil
soiled by use shall be used in the serving of food or foodstuffs in any manner without
first being proPerly cleaned.

SEc. 17, All restaurants and their kitchens must be kept clean and wholesome at
all times, and precautions taken to prevent nuisance from the dissemination of odors
and smells arising from the creating, keeping, or handling of garbage, and all odors,
vapors, smells, smoke from cooking must be disposed of, and, if necessary, by air shafts,
fans, forced air, or other modern and approved methods.

SEc. 18. Violations of these regulations shall be punished as provided by law.
[Regulation, board of health, adopted May, 1911.]

MILK—REGULATION OF THE PRODUCTION, CARE, AND SALE.

Be it resolved by the board of health of the city of Cincinnati, count of Hamilton, and
State of Ohio, That it is hereby ordered that the use of uncovere milking pails be,
and the same is hereby, declared unlawful.

And it is further ordered that the use of such uncovered milking pails be %}lal'l-
isgxefg)lf and punished according to law. [Regulation, board of health, adopted May
10, 1911.

All milk showing a perceptible sediment in the receptacle in which the same is
contained shall, by the health officer or his assistants or inspectors, be confiscated or
denatured. [Regulation, board of health, adopted Nov. 30, 1910.]

MEAT—REGULATION OF THE SALE OF,

Sec. 1. No person or persons shall sell, deliver, or offer for eale, or otherwise dispose
of for human food within the city of Cincinnati any meat or meat products of any
sattle, calf, sheep, goat, or swine, without a ggrmit 50 to do from the board of health of
the city of Cincinuati. Such permit shall furnished gratuituusly to applicants on
condition that all the Iaws, ordinances, and regulations concerning slaughtering houses,
the slaughtering of food-producing animals, the inspection of meat and meat products,
the manufacturing and processing of meat or meat food products, and the sale thereof,
be strictly complied with; and such permit shall be revoked by the board of health
for violation of any of the above conditions. .

Sko. 2. Any violation of the above regulation shall be pumshed according to law.
{Regulation, board of health, adopted Feb. 1, 1911.]
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DIPHTHERIA ANTITOXIN-—REGULATION OF THE SALE OF.

Skc. 1. No person or dealer in diphtheria antitoxin ehall sell, deliver, or cause to
sell orto bedelivered g‘iipht.heria antitoxin to any person, unless he receives from such
person the name and address of the person to whom said diphtheria antitoxin is to be
administered. . .

Skc. 2. All persons engaged in the sale of diphtheria antitoxin shall, immedistely
upon the sale of the same, notify the board of health in writing of such sale, the name
opo the person te whom sold, and the name and address of the person to whom said
di ght.heria antitoxin so sold is to be administered. . .

Sec. 3. Any violation of the above regulation shall be punished according to law.
[Regulation, board of health, adopted Oct. 11, 1910.]

ERIE, PA.
MILK—REGULATION OF THE PRODUCTION, CARE, AND SALE.

SEec. 1. No person or persons, firm, or corﬂoration‘ shall sell milk or ¢ream in the city
of Erie without first, annually before the 1st day of July, making application to the
board of health, which application shall set forth, his, her, or their name or names, to-
gether with the location of their route or place of business, and the name of the owner of
and the location of the dairy from which they obtain said milk or cream, and such other
information relating to the care of said dairy and the production and care of milk and
cream as may be deemed necessary by said board of health, said application to con-
stitute an agreement between the applicant and the board of health for the faithful com-
pliance with all the rules and regulations of said board, and obtaining from the board
of health a license to carry on such business, which license shall be displayed in every
store or wagon from which said milk or cream is sold.

SEc. 2. Each and every person or persons peddling milk or cream in the city of Erie
shall have the wagon or other vehicle from which milk or cream is sold inclosed and
conspicuously marked in plain letters not less than 3 inches high, with his, her, or their
name or names and the number of the license under which said milk or cream is sold.

Sec. 3. No milk or cream shall be sold, offered for sale, or distributed in the city of
Erie unless each and every animal in the herds from which said milk or cream is
obtained shall have been examined within one year, to the satisfaction of the board of
health, by a veterinarian or other inspector approved by said board, such examinations
to include the tuberculin test, when such test may be deemed advisable or necessary
by the board of health, and said veterinarian shall furnish to the owner or owners of said
herds a certificate, on blanks to be furnished by the board of health, which certificate
shall be sworn and subscribed to before a duly authorized magistrate.

SEc. 4. No person or persons, firm, or corporation shall offer or expose for sale, sell, or
have in their possession, with intent to sell in the city of Erie, any milk or cream, but-
termilk, or skimmed milk to which has been added borax, boracic acid, salicylate of
soda, benzoate of soda, sulphite of soda, formalin or formaldehyde, or any other chem-
ical, compound, or foreign substance whatsoever, including ice or water; the per-
centage of fats in milk not to be less than 3.25 per cent, and that of cream not less than
18 per cent, and vessels or cans containing buttermilk or skimmed milk must be plainly
labeled as such.

SEc. 5. No milk or cream shall be sold or handled by any person or persons in whose
family or residence there is a case of contagious or infectious disease, nor from any
dairy or premises on which such diseases exist, except by permission of and in the
manner prescribed by the board of health.

SEc. 6. No milk or cream shall be sold or exposed for sale in the city of Erie except
from cows stabled under light, dry, and well ventilated conditions and in all other
respects conforming to the requirements set forth in the following rules:

ule 1. Each cow shall have at least 3 feet in width of floor space when fastened
in stanchions, and in all cases where no adequate artificial means for ventilation are
provided, each animal shall have an air space of at least 500 cubic feet.

Rule 2. All stables for shelter of said cattle shall be provided with a tight, dry floor.
The manure drop shall be water tight, and if constructed of wood, shall be asphalted,
tarred or otherwise made nonabsorbent.

Rule 3. The walls and ceilings of said stables shall be whitewashed whenever it
may be deemed necessary by the board of health.

ule 4. Manure shall not be allowed to accumulate in la.rglg]e quantities in stable
yards, nor near the buildings where the cattle are keﬁt, and when stored temporarily
1n such places it shall be removed at least once a week to a distance of at least 50 feet
from said stable. The stable yards shall be drained and kept in a clean, dry condi-
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tion, and no accumulation of household garbage, vegetable or other putrescible matter
shali be allowed to remain, or decay, in said stable yards.

Rule 5. Cattle shall at all times be kept in a clean condition. Manure must not
be allowed to collect upon the udder, sides, teats, or belly of any milch cow. Milch
cows must be med daily and all long hairs clipped from their udders and flanks.
The udder and teats of the cow shall be thoroughly cleaned before milking, using for
this purpose a clean damp cloth only.

Rule 6. No milk or cream shall be sold or offered for sale or distributed in the cit;
of Erie obtained from any cow that has calved within 5 days, or from a cow whic
will calve within 21 days.

SEc. 7. No milk or cream shall be sold or exposed for sale in the city of Erie except
from cattle fed and watered under proper sanitary conditions, and all food given shall
be good and wholesome and the water supply free from all contamination by stable
or household drainage. No milch cow shall be fed ensilage or any other fermented
food for at least six hours previous to milking.

Skec. 8. All milkers and other attendants employed in any dairy, the milk or cream
from which is sold or offered for sale, or delivered, in the city of Erie, shall be per-
sonally clean and healthy, and before milking or caring for the milk or cream their
hands shall be washed and their clothes changed and a clean suit, to be used for this
purpose only, shall be put on and worn during milking time.

SEc. 9. All receiving stations at which milk or cream is delivered must be properly
inclosed in the manner and form prescribed by sections 11, 12, and 13. The deposit-
ing of vessels containing milk and cream on street corners or other open places is
hereby prohibited. The temperature of milk and cream in transit must at all times
remain at or below 50° F.

Skc. 10. All milk ﬂails, cans, and other receptacles used for the production and
transportation of milk or cream shall, before each use, be thoroughly washed with
water and soap, or soda, and then scalded with boiling water or live steam, thoroughly
aired and kept upside down in a cool place, and they must not under any circum-
stances, be rinsed with cold water before using. All milk pails used shall have a
top diameter not exceeding 8 inches, and all receptacles used for the production and
transportation of milk must be of the same or smaller diameter.

Skc. 11. No milk or cream shall be kept for sale or distribution or handled, trane-
ferred to or from cans or containers, or stored, in any stable or similar place, or in
any room used wholly or in part for domestic or sleeping purposes.

EC. 12. Milk or cream shall be stored or regularly mixed, cooled, or poured from
cans only in a room which is not connected in any way with the stable or stables or
yards in which cattle are kept or milked; and each milk room shall be well lighted
and ventilated in the manner and form approved by the board of health; said room
shall be provided with a water-tight floor, and all doors and windows must be properly
screened to exclude animals, flies, and vermin of all kinds. The walls and ceilings of
all such rooms must be sheeted or ceiled and must be painted or whitewashed at least
once each g'ear; such rooms must also be kept constantly neat and clean, no rubbish
or refuse of any kind being allowed to accumulate.

SEc. 13. No water-closet or privy shall be in the aforesaid room nor in any room
connected directly therewith, nor shall dogs or cats or other domestic animals be
allowed in these rooms at any time.

SEC. 14. Whenever milk or cream is filtered or strained, cooled, or stored in a room,
said room shall be such as is described in sections 12 and 13. '

Skc. 15. Milk or cream kept for sale in any store, shop, market, bakery, or other
establishment shall be always kept in a covered cooled box or refrigerator, properly
drained and cared for, and while therein shall be tightly covered or closed, and only
in such location and under such conditions as shall be approved by the board of
health, nor shall any milk or cream be sold from places covered b this section except
the same shall be in air and dust proof containers, the use of which has been approved
by the board of health, and which have been received by the dealer properly filled
and sealed, such filling and sealing to have been made at the dairy or wholesale plant
from which said milk was produced before its receipt by the milk dealer or peddler.

SEc. 16. All vehicles from which milk or cream is sold in this city shall, during
the months of June, July, August, and September, be equipped with 1ce boxes which
shall be of sufficient size and kept thoroughly clean, and when said vehicles are in use
shall be kept full of ice and tlg)e temperature of said milk or cream shall at all times
be kept at or below 50° F. during the whole year. . .

SEc. 17. All cans, containers, or vessels of ahy sort used in the sale, delivery, or dis-
tribution of milk or cream to the consumer must be cleaned and sterilized (boiled,
baked, scalded, or steamed) by the dealer before they are again used for the same pur-
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, and containers must not be filled with milk or cream except at the dairy or milk
ge t from which distribution is made.

EC. 18. No milk or cream shall be offered for sale in the city of Erie showing a

igher bacterial count than 100,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter.

EC. 19. Loose milk and bottled milk shall under no circumstances be carried,
delivered, or sold from the same wagon. All pasteurized milk and cream sold in the
city of Erie shall be g;operly labeled as such, and the date of its production and pas-
teurization shall be plainly stamped thereon.

SEec. 20. No metallic card or card tickets shall be used in connection with the sale
or distribution of milk or cream in the city of Erie, but instead thereof a coupon ticket
shall be employed, and such ticket shall be canceled and destroyed after being once

SEc. 21. Under no circumstances shall a milk or cream dealer in the city of Erie,
‘or his or her employees, take from a quarantined house any money, tickets, cans, con-
tainers, etc., or enter such a house for any purpose whatsoever without written per-
mission from the board of health.

Any n or persons who shall violate any section or part thereof of the rules and
regulations of the board of health shall, upon conviction therefor befare a duly author-
ized magistrate, be sentenced to pay a fine not less than $5 nor more than $100, and in
default of the payment thereof, with costs, shall undergo imprisonment in the county
jail for a peritl)d not to exceed 30 days. [Regulations, board of health, as amended

FOODSTUFFS—PROTECTION OF.

No person or persons, firm or corporation, shall keep, expose, or offer for sale, in
any place in the city of Erie, including stores, wholesale, retail, public or private
markets, or from any conv:{zmce or vehicle whatsoever, meats of any kind, bread-
stuffe, cakes or pastries, confectionery of any kind, unwashable fruits or vegetables,
or any other foodstuffs presenting moist surfaces, on which dust or filth from any
source which may contain bacteria in any form, may gather or be deposited, or whic
may be polluted in any manner by animals, insects or any other vermin, unless the
same be contained in dust and dirt proof cases or receptacles. And all washable
fruits and vegetables, and other articles of food, when displai’ed outside of any build-
ing, in any open window or doorway, or upon any sidewalk, street, alley, or other
thoroughfare, shall be elevated to a distance of at least 18 inches above the floor or
sidewalk. [Amendment to regulations, board of health, adopted Mar. 3, 1910.]

BAKE-SHOP PRODUCTS TO BE WRAPPED IN PAPER.

No bake-shop product shall be sold or offered for sale in the city of Erie, unless
the same shall be closely wrapped in a clean paper covering, said paper covering to
be impervious to any pollution whatsoever from dust, flies, or any vermin, nor from
the hands of any person or persons e in its sale, said wrapping to be done at the
shop or plant where said product is e. The use of newspapers or any other waste
pager for such wmﬁgmg is strictly prohibited. [Amendment to regulations, board
of health, adopted May 19, 1911.]

GARBAGE AND REFUSE—REMOVAL OF,

All garbage, refuse, offal, or other waste material, shall be collected and removed
from private residences, Bromptly, thoroughlfl, and in a cleanly manner at least
once a week, from November 1 to April 30 inclusive, and at least twice a week from
May 1 to October 31, inclusive, and from hotels, restaurants, meat markets, slaughter-
houses, tallow rendering plants and fish-dressing establishments daily. [Amend-
ment to regulations, board of health, adopted May 19, 1911.]

PRIVY VAULTS—CONSTRUCTION OF.

All privy vaults in the city of Erie shall not be less than 6 feet deep and shall not be
erecteg within 20 feet of any building used or occuiied for residence purposes, nor
within 100 feet of any well or spring the water of which is used for drinking purposes;
neither shall such a vault be dug within 10 feet of any street, or 5 feet of any agley, and
such privy vaults shall have 9-inch walls, constructed of hard-burned brick or stone,
laid in cement. mortar, or of concrete, with bottom and sides cemented so as to be
water-tight; size to be not less than 4 feet in diameter and 6 feet deep. [Amendment
to regulations, board of health, adopted May 19, 1911 ]
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STABLES—REGULATION OF,

All barns and stables and yards connected therewith shall be kept in a sanitary
condition, and all manure and other refuse therefrom shall be kept, when deemed
necessary by the board of health, in water-tight manure Ila)its or boxes for that purpose;
pits or boxes to be tightly covered or screened in such a manner as to completely
exclude all animals, vermin, and insects; and from May 1 to October 1 not more than
one wagon load of manure shall be allowed to accumulate at any private stable or two
loads at any livery or boarding stable without permission of the board. [Amendment
to regulations, board of health, adopted May 19, 1911.]

TOWELS—SINGLE-SERVICE INDIVIDUAL TOWELS TO BE USED IN PUBLIC PLACES.

The use of roller towels, or any other large towel which may be used for more than
one service, shall not be permittd in any hotel, restaurant, boarding house, saloon,
clubhouse, or public lavatory or wash room, nor in any other public ;);dprivate place
where a number of people congregate, in the city of Erie, but instead the owners,
proprietors, managers, or other persons in charge of such J)laces shall provide a suffi-
cient quantity of individual towels of any fabric approved by the board of health, so
that each person shall have a clean one for his own use. [Amendment to regulations,
board of health, adopted May 19, 1911.]
